Darjeeling is so near to Thibet, Nepal, 
Sikkim and Bhuttan that one finds here 
a mouey variety of types and sees some- 
thing of the native life of the forbidden 
land that stretches along the northern 
border of India. ‘The mountain tribes are 
Sturdier in build, coarser in feature and 
lighter in color than. the people of the 
lowlands and we saw some types that 
strongly resembled the American Indian.

But to return to the mountains 
selves; the view from Darjeeling 
surpassed. The Kinchinjunga peaks rise 
to a height of 28,156 feet above the sea, 
or nearly twice as high as Pike's Peak, 
and though 45 distant, are clear 
and distinct.
